Terrible Catastrophe. — We are indebted to j 
the fast-running steamer Saladin, which arrived at 
Louisville on Saturday night, for a slip from an extra 
of the Mobile Register, published on the afternoon 
of the 29th ult., detailing the following disastrous 
occurrence: 

The steamer Tuscaloosa left our wharf about 8 j 
o’clock, on Thursday evening, on her way to Tusca- I 
loosa, and, alter proceeding about 10 or 11 miles up | 
the river, an explosion of two of her boilers took 
place, which instantly killed several of the passen- 
gers any many of the boat's crew and officers. From 
a passenger on board, we learn that the explosion 
completely tore up the boiler deck, and shattered 
the after part of the boat (below deck) considers- 1 
bly. 

The boat, after the explosion, swung to the shore | 
and grounded, her stern remaining nearly in the 
centre of the river. A line was made fast ashore 
from the stern, and an effort was made to bring her 
stern ashore sons to land her passengers, but owing 
to her grounding these efforts were unavailing. The 
ladies were then all lowered from the cabin by a rope 
to the lower deck, and from thence sent ashore in 
the yawl — all were saved unhurt. 

Those of tbe male passengers who were uninjur- 
ed saved themselves and many of the wounded, by 
constructing a temporary raft of loose planks, and 
such articles as were close at hand. On this, they 
reached the shore in safety. On landing, it was 
found impossible to obtain a drv footing, as the banks 
of tbe river were overflowed. In this condition, 
those who were able, climbed trees, etc., where they 
remained in view of the burning ruins lor about 
three hours, when fortunately, the steamboat James 
Hewitt hove in sight, and was shortly alongside the 
wreck, when assistance was immediately given to ! 
all within reach. The Hewitt returned to the city 
with all the survivors. 

The body of Lieutenant Inge was on board, and 
was lost.

In consequence of the breaking of a part of the 
machinery of our power press, we were unable to 
mail our papers on yesterday, at the usual hour. 

The District Convention. — W e have received 
several communications, touching the propriety of 
holding a district convention, in conformity to the 
suggestions of the correspondent of thq Lexington 
Observer &. Reporter, whose communication we 
published a few days since. The crowded state of 
our columns, if there were no other valid reasons, 
would preclude the possibility of our publishing such 
communications, especially, the fawr of our friend 
“Vindex,” which covers nine pages, very closely 
written. But we have another objection to “Vin- 
dex;" the spirit manifested by him, is not such, as in 
our opinion, ought to actuate a whig at this, or in- 
deed at any other time. 

As yet, however, there are no whig candidates for 
Congress, in the field in this district. Several gen- 
tlemen have been spoken of in connection with the 
office, but none of them have been publicly announc- 
ed. Whether a convention will be necessary at all 
or not, cannot now be determined. It is to be hoped 
the question will be. a6 it has been heretofore, set- 
tled without resorting to such an expedient. If, 
however, it shall become necessary to hold a con- 
vention, it will be quite time enough when that ne- , 
cessity shall have arisen, to discuss the relative mer- ! 
it of the aspirants, and even then, such a discussion 
ought to be conducted in a spirit of great frankness 
and candor. 

An old sheriff of one of the largest counties in 
the Commonwealth, writing to a friend in this place, 
in regard to the bill “to amend the revenue laws,” 
which we published in the Senate proceedings on 
yesterday, says: “Judge James’ financial report, is 
the best I have ever seen on the subject, and I should | 
like to see a bill introduced and passed in accordance 
with it.” 

Sot R Grapes. — T he Washington correspondent 
of the Pennsylvanian, (Democratic) says, Mr. Benton 
cares very little for the Lieutenant Generalship, and 1 
would refuse to take it now if it were offered to him! 

VoLt'XTEERs at New Orleans. — The city of 
New Orleans was visited on the night of the 23d, 
with a terrible thunder-storm. The rain fell in tor- 
rents all that night, and part of the next day, delug- 
ing the whole country around the city. The sec- 
ond regiment of Mississippi volunteers, and the sec- 
ond regiment of Pennsylvania volunteers, were en- 
camped on the Battle Ground, a few miles below 
the city, “up to their knees in mud and water,” and 
this too, says the Tropic, when the U. S. Barracks 
were unoccupied. The Cameron Guards, Stockton 
Artillerist, and Philadelphia Rangers, had nearly all 
their blankets swept away by the waters. The 
Tropic adds: 

About two hundred of the Pennsylvanians have 
left the camp and have come up to the city. Fif- 
teen or more left last evening iu one of the steamers 
for “home, sweet home,” and we are informed that 
Many more will start by the first opportunity. 

In what \\ e have said we have not designed reflect- 
ing upon any officer of the Government in this city. 
It is the (iovernment that we aim at. Its agents 
at this point (the base of all the army operations) 
should have been supplied with the requisite means 
to furnish quarters, clothing, provisions, and every- 
thing necessary lor the health and comfort of the 
noble spirits who patriotically embark in their coun- 
try's service. 

The N. O. Atlas of the 27th says, the whole of 
the Mississippi regiment is at last on shipboard, and 
will soon he on their way to the field of operations. 
Their stay in this city has been most unfortunate. — 
Forty have already died, and many others are danger- 
ously ill!

State Debts. — A communication in the London ! 
Times refers to the indiscriminate censure which is ; 
cast upon all the States of the Union, by reason of 
the financial deficiencies of a few. and proceeds to ! 
give a statement of the liabilities of each of the in- ] 
«iebted States, with some account of the manner in ! 
which their respective obligations have been met. — ' 
A brief recapitulation enumerates nine States which ] 
have no public debt — at least none in which English 
holders are concerned. Those nine States are Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Connecticut, Rhode i 
Island. Delaware. New Jersey, North Carolina and 
M issouri. Nine States have regularly paid their in- 
terest without interruption, viz: Massachusetts, New 
York, Ohio, Virginia, South Carolina, Georgia, Ken- 
tucky. Tennessee and Alabama. Pennsylvania sus- 
pended payment in August, 1842, and resumed in 
February, 1845. 

The following eight have failed to pay their debts, 
and are still in default: Mississippi failed to pay in 
May, 1841; Indiar.a, July. 1841 ; Illinois, January, 
1842; Florida, fanuary, 1842, Michigan, January, 
1842: Maryland, January, 1842; Louisiana, (on part 
Of her debt,) December, 1842; Arkansas, 1841. 

Extra Sessions. — The following extra sessions 
of Congress have been called since the organization 
of our Government : 

John Adams was inaugurated on the 4th of March, 
#797. He convened Congress May 16, 1797. His 
first annual address was delivered Nov. 32, 1797. i 

Thomas Jefferson was inaugurated the 4th of 
March, 1801. He ordered a fall session Oct. 17, 
1603. | 



James Madison was inaugurated the 4th of March, 

1809. He convened Congress May. 23, 1809; also 
on the 2oth of May, 1813. 

Martin Van Buren was inaugurated the 4th of 
March, 1837, and convened Congress on the 4lh of 
September, 1837. 

William Henry Harrison was inaugurated the 
4th of March, 1841, and called an extra session of 
Congress to meet on the 31st of May, 1841.
